Sir N. F. Warren Fisher, Permanent 
Secretary to'the Treasury, responding, said 
it was time that a word of encouragement 
should reach, the Civil Service, (Hear, 
bear.) Until quite lately it had “been a 
recognised custom, faithfully observed with 
all the services of the Crown, to keepouwide 
the arena of public controversy, The 
servants of the Crown were the anonymis 
agents of the Government, which was for 
the moment the trustee of the country. 
They could not, and did not,-answer Lack, 
being under an’ honourable obligation to 
remain in the background and to abstain 
from any act or utterauce that could be 
interpreted o4 an intrusion into politics. 
But in recent years there’ had “been a 
change, anda change,’ in bis judgmenr, 
greatly for worse. (Hear, hear.) In 
various quarters the yervunts of the Crown, 

articular servants and even individuals, 
on been ‘selected for the grossest vitn- 
peration aud cattack—(bear, hear) —ia most 
cowardly act in regurd to men who were’ 
withheld by an honourable tradition front 
defending themselves. What -were their 
traditions? Loyalty, honesty, esprit de 
corps, and steadfustness in confronting and 
overcoming the very: special difficulties. 
inkerent in Government work—(cheers)—" 
Gifficulties of -a kind from which the 
business man war entirely free. Surely 


| those tradition were not things lightly to 
‘\ be cnst away. 


The Hon. Maude Lawrence (Director'of 
Women ,Fatublishments, ‘Treusury) . also 
replied.
